The Canadian team Increased Its 
lead to twenty-six points over Great 
Britain when the second of the three 
distances had been fired this after¬ 
noon. India. Guernsey and Jersey fol¬ 
lowed the two leaders. The Canadians' 
aggregage had reached 729 points 
to 703 for Great Britain.

Germany Is reducing. The shop 
windows in every German city and 
town are crowded with reducing 
remedies. Rubber rollers and reducing 
belts, pills, solutions, mineral salts, 
exercisers, contraptions of every de¬ 
scription are being used to make the 
modern German weight - conscious 
Medical authorities report a measure 
of success. 

When the movement first started is 
hard to say. Some claim that it was 
Introduced Just before the war. Others 
state that the shortage of food during 
the war brought back many figures 
that had been covered with extra layers 
of tissue.

It Is 
all wrong, they shout. Heavy meats 
and potatoes do not make for a thin 
people.

The stolid citizen at first 
kept his ears shut to the cajoling of 
calory specialists. Doctors admonished 
their patients, pointing out the bene¬ 
fits of a normal weight.

The 
tragic point about the crave for easy money, however, 
is the peculiar disregard for opportunities which would 
yield certain substantia) returns.

They do not disturb the sleep, and there is no 
feverish excitement over a point that is dropped or a 
point that is gained.

AN AIRPORT WANTED 


L ast Sunday evening a super 

tri-motored Fokker passenger aeroplane landed 
•t Vancouver** temporary airport after a nine-hour 
trip from Los Angeles. It is described as the largest 
plane which has ever visited the city across the gulf. 

We are interested- in this incident. We are in¬ 
clined to suggest that if tlm city could have boasted 
«n airport csgrable of accommodating a machine of 
this description, its first port of call in Canada would 
have been Victoria. It is true that Vancouver’s facili¬ 
ties for handling land machines are far from what 
they might be; even at that, however, they are much 
better than the facilities which exist here. 

Nor should it be forgotten* of course, that the 
taxpayers of Vancouver recently voted in favor of 
•pending $300,000 for an up-to-date airport. Nego¬ 
tiations still are proceeding in regard to a site, and 
a statement which Mayor Malkin made yesterday 
to the committees in charge of these negotiations would 
seem- to indicate the official attitude towards the 
matter. He said: "All I have to say to these com¬ 
mittees now is, for goodness sake, get some quick 
action. I will call a special meeting of the Council 
as soon.as you have something to report as regards 
a site and development policy.’* 

It is gratifying to ltarn that the aviation com¬ 
mittee of the Victoria Chamber of Commerce is deal¬ 
ing with the matter of providing facilities for the 
handting of aeroplanes here as well as seaplanes. Its 
activities should have the support of the general public. 
For we must make up our minds to the fact that 
unless Victoria establishes an airport whi:h will be 
satisfactory to international aviation officials, we need 
not expect such visits—and the consequent business— 
as that which obviously pleased Vancouver on Sunday. 

Before the giant machine left the Terminal City 
the party assured civic officials that if ^Vancouver 
went ahead and established a first-class' airport— 
which it intends to do—there would always he a large 
number of week-end visitors by the aeroplane route. 

There is no reason to doubt this statement. The 
popularity of aviation bids fair soon to rival that 
of motoring, But we must build the "bird house’’ 
if we want the "birds” to come.

For Park Purposes 


The sale of city lot 563A and part 
of lot 566A, with rights to a lease- 
hold of wuter lots In front, to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway for $7.- 
500 omit was ratified by the City 
Council last night following nego¬ 
tiations between Capt. C. I>. Ne¬ 
ro utsos and Mayor Herbert Ans- 
comb. 

The council also approved of the ap¬ 
plication by the B.C. Coast Service for 
foreshore rights and waterfrontage In 
respect to six lots In the same area 
lying to the westward of the present 
docking facilities of the steamship 
company. The property Is required 
for dock extension work In connection 
with the present holdings, It was in¬ 
timated. 

By the agreement to be entered into 
between the C.P.R. and the city, the 
latter will receive leasehold privileges 
on the property it sells to the company 
for park purooses. The lease Is sub¬ 
ject to cancellation at will by the com¬ 
pany.

Details of the agreement were re¬ 
ported to the council at an Informal 
and private meeting held In the of¬ 
fice of Mayor Anscomb on Tuesday of 
last week, and the plan was publicly 
ratified last night, subject to legal 
approval of the form of the agreement.

After a two-month .voyage, 
which she went nearly as far north as ] 
Prince Rupert, and completely circled 
Vancouver Island, the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment hydrographic survey steamer 
Llllooet Is now berthed alongside her 
pier near the Point Ellice Bridge. 

The Llllooet will leave port again on 
Friday or Saturday and will make a 
voyage up the Fraser River before re¬ 
turning to the West Coast of the Isl¬ 
and to continue the survey started 
last month. At present she is loading 
supplies here for the coming voyage 
which will last several months. 

H. D. Parlzeau, chief hydrographer 
for the Dominion Government on the 
Pacific Coast, was with the Llllooet 
during the trip Just completed. Ex¬ 
tensive soundings were taken around 
Bella Bella, before the ship left for 
Eeperanza Inlet on the West CAast to 
make a full survey of the waters there. 
Numerous coves along the rocky West 
Coast were charted by Mr. Parlzean 
and his assistants who work from 
Llllooet In smaller boats. The steamer 
Is sometimes anchored for ten or twelve 
days while the men work some distance 
away In launches, returning to the 
Llllooet each night. Fairly good wea¬ 
ther was eiyierlenced during the whole 
of the voyage, the men of the ship 
reported upon their arrival. 

Under the command of Capt. J. J. 
Moore, the Llllooet carries a crew of 
flfty-slx men. Including six surveyors.
